The people of the state of Wiseotzsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows :

make a true and correettranscript of all books, files, to- re,cordaints 
cords; certificates or otherwritten documentary evidence °—* 
of title on file or of record in his office of, concerning ea 
appertaining to any and all such tracts or parcels of land 
as shall be designated Or described by the person , or 
corporation making such demand : provided, that the 
said secretary of state shall not insert in said teanscript 
any other lands than thole designated by the person or 
corporation demanding sueh transcript

and in all cases and upon the trial of any cause, if any 
party shall make or show, or offer to make or show ti- 
tle to any lands., by or through, or offer in evidence for 
such purpose, the certificate of the secretary of state 
prescribed in section one (1) of chapter twenty-nine 
(29) of the general laws of 1867, it shall be compe- 
tent for any other party to such cause to rebut or dis- 
prove such certificate, and the evidence of title made 
or proven thereby, by offering in evidence the trans- 
cript and certificate annexed mentioned in this act, con- 
taining a description of the same lands set forth in 
such certificate of the secretary of state, and such
